T he subject of expen- 
littires has been the topic of discus­ 
sion a t executive officials’ gatherings 
in Chicago and the East in the last, 
three months. 
T he subject was again 
discussed here during tile day at a 
m eeting of the officials when every 
railroad represented gave information 
regarding tile expenditures 
planned 
for th e coining year. 
In the aggregate 
it w a s found t h a t among the roads 
having headquarters in Chicago the de­

T h e reasons assigned by the rail­ 
road men for this move in economy 
are increased dem ands of labor, which 
will cost the railroads between $80,- 
ODO,OOO and $100,OOO,Odd in excess of 
tile wages paid last year; increased 
cost of all supplies and material; scar­ 
city of labor, m aking it almost impos­ 
sible to secure m en for extension of 
old lines and the construction of new; 
inability to get supplies promptly; the 
general 
tendency 
of 
freight 
rates, 
which, it is 
claimed, is 
downward, 
while the price of everything else is 
increasing; uncertainty regarding the 
effect of the rules of the in terstate 
co m m erce commission; increasing dif­ 
ficulty in securing money to invest, in 
railway ventures with which to carry 
on improvem ents and continued public 
agitation, which is alleged to be hos­ 
tile to corporations and to railroads 
especially.

Mr. Hill proved to be a willing wit­ 
ness. 
His answers were given to all 
questions without hesitation and in de- 
t ‘ ti.

In view’ of the
